Corpses are transported in ordinary Goods trucks at 
the rate of 75 cents per mile with | Rupee for loading 
and unloading if done by the Railway. Ifa Brake 
Van is used, an extra charge of 5 Rupees will be made. 
If the 2nd class funeral car is used, an extra charge of 
10 Rupees will be made. Persons taking seats in the 
car will pay second class fares.

The body of a child not exceeding one year of age 
may be conveyed in a reserved compartment at the rate 
of 40 cents per mile without any charge for loading 
and unloading.

The minimum distance to be charged for is 12 miles. 


If the distance is over 16 miles the number of miles 
above 16 and up to 32 is to be charged for at three 
quarter rates. Above 32 miles half rates only are to 
be charged. 


If the special train is to start from a station to and 
from which an engine or carriages have to be ran light, 
for the special a a of working the special train, 
three-quarters of the distance travelled light to the 
nearest full mile will be added to the mileage of the 
special train for the purpose of calculating its cost. 


If a return train is delayed over 3 hours at a terminal 
station, Re. 7.50 shall be charged for each hour in excess 
of the 8 hcurs for over-detention. 


If the special train is advertized, the cost of the 
notices in the newspapers shall be charged in addition 
to the cost of the train. 


The cost of the train is to be paid, or sufficiently 


guaranteed, in advance. 


Special trains for coolies will be run at the same rates 
as above, but, if open goods wagons are used for their 
conveyance, and the Estate on which they work uses the 
Railway for the whole of its Traffic, a reduction of 25% 
will be made. 


Special trains may be run in two ways :— 


1. The Railway Department issues tickets in the 
ordinary way, either at full fares or at such reduced 
fares as the hirers of the trains may direct, and the 

on for whom the train is run pays only the 
difference, if any, between the earnings of the train and 
the cost of the train. 


2. Special tickets are issued by the Railway Depart- 
ment, and no ticket but those issued are valid. Any 
person found travelling with a ticket other than the kind 
specially issued shall be held as travelling without a 
ticket and dealt with according to the Bye-Laws.

as an accident. 
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4—In cases where the unloading of the goods at 
destination begun on one day, is not completed the 
same day the Railway Department will not resume 
responsibility for the wagon or its contents unless the 
remaining articles in the wagon are handed over in 
detail by consignee to a Railway officer and the wagon 
after being locked by consignee with his own lock, is 
sealed and locked, also in his presence with a Railway 
lock and seal. 

(f) It will be permissible for two or more shop- 
keepers to use the same wagon to obtain the minimum 
load necessary to secure its exclusive use, but in such 
cases one consignment note only will be accepted by 
the Railway Department for the wagon load and one 
receipt only issued. 

(g) Where articles not included in the list as “ Pro- 
visions ” under paragraph (b) are to be despatched at 
the time as “ Provisions ” such articles may be loaded 
by the consignor in the same wagon with “ provisions ” 
‘under the same conditions as to responsibility, and 
although separately consigned and charged as 
provided for in paragraph (c), the total weight of 
such articles may be reckoned together with the weight 
of “ Provisions ” for the purpose of securing the mini- 
mum load necessary to obtain the exclusive useofa wagon. 

(bh) Where the total nett weight of a wagon load 
composed of “ Provisions ” only, or of “ Provisions ” 
and of other guods, is less than 10 tons for which a 
consignment note in accordance with paragraph (d) has 
been surrendered the difference between the total nett 
weight and 10 tons wili be charged at Class 2 rate. 

(i) In the case of A and K type of wagons the 
minimum load will be reduced to & tons in cases where 
the wagon has been fully loaded to the satisfaction of 
the Railway Department. The Railway Department 
will not, however, undertake to provide any particular 
class of wagon. 

(j) In the case of consignments of 6 tons and up to 10 
tons for which the minimum charge as for 10 tons 
for the exclusive use of a wagon is not guaranteed, the 
consignor may be required to hand over a detailed con- 
signment note, and in such cases the Railway Department 
may, if they desire to do so, load other consignments 
in the same wagon to complete the wagon load. 

(k) Should it be found, either upon delivery or at 
any other time during the transit, that any article of 
traffic not enumerated herein as “ Provisions” and 
which has not been separately consigned in accordance 
with this Article has been loaded in a wagon, such 
article will be charged up at Class 5 rate plus 50%. 

(1) Consignments of less than 6 tons will not be 
accepted at ‘‘ Provisions” rate if to be charged up at 
actual weight. 

(m) Shopkeepers’ goods loaded at “ Provision ” rate 
must be loaded by senders. 

(n) A rebate of 10% will be allowed in all consign- 
ments the actual weight of which is 15 tons or over. 

(0) The maximum time granted for loading a wagon 
of “ Provisions ” without incurring demurrage in 
accordance with article 272 will be :— 

From February Ist to July $lst—12 working hours 

From August Ist to January 3!st—8 do 

(p) From August Ist to January 31st a rebate of 10%. 
of the invoice charges will be allowed to consignees upon 
all wagons which are unloaded by consignees within 
6 working hours of the time the wagons are placed in 
an accessible siding at destination station. 

In reckoning the time for the purpose of claiming 
rebate, unloading will be allowed up to 7 p.m. or later 
if the station is open for other purpose. 

Application for rebate must be made upon the proper 
form (which will be supplied by the Station Master) 
on the day the wagon is unloaded, and the amount 
| due will be paid to consignee within 2 days.

In reply, the General Manager will state the number 
of wagons which can be supplied, if any, and the date 
on which they will be at the loading station. He will 
also state by what trains the loaded wagons will be 
taken to their destination, and by what trains the 
empties will be called for, allowing for. a reasonable 
delay to be agreed upon with the General Manager for 
loading and unloading the wagons. 

As it is important that there should be no unnecessary 
delay in the loading, unloading and forwarding of cane 
wagonr, the following detention fees will be charged 
in case the wagons sre not ready to be forwarded by the 
trains agreed upon—namely :

The same shall be done as regards empties at 
the station of discharge. 

At sidings, if possible, such notice must also be given. 

Notice must be given to the Station Master when the 
wagons are no longer required. 

The Station Master at any station and the Driver and 
Gaard of the trains at sidings. shall have full power to 
reject all wagons which they may consider unsafe to 
travel, through bad loading or excessive loading and the 
sender shall have no claim for compensation, if at fault. 

If canes are transported to or from private Sidings, 
in calculating the rates, the distance of the Siding from 
the station and the length of the Siding shall be taken 
into account. 

If there is a wagon weighbridge belonging to the 
Railway Department on which the canes can be 
conveniently weighed en route, the weight thus found 
will be that charged for. 

If there is no such wagon weighbridge but there is 
one on the Estate to which the canes are sent, the canes 
will be weighed on it, and the weight thus found will 
be the one charged for; the Railway Department 
reserving to itself the right of testing such weighbridge 
at any time and of sending an employé to supervise 
the weighing at any time.

Such Telegrams may, at the discretion of the Eastern and South African Telegraph Company or any 
Telegraph Company or Foreign administration by whom they may be forwarded, be deferred in favour of full 
‘rate tratfic, but ‘the total period of such deferment by the various Administrations and Companies concerned 
shall not exceed 4 hours. 

Plain language is such as in the opinion of the Telegraph Service, bears an intelligible meaning on the face 
of it and does not include a succession of numbers, names ur words without connected meaning. 

The Company may decline to forward any Telegram although it has been received for transmission, bat in 
‘that case the company shall, on reqaest refund to the Sender the amount paid for the transmission and delivery 
of such Telegram. 

Tf any ‘etegram shall fail to reach its destination by reason of any neglect or default of the Company or its 
Servants, ‘which shall have happened whilst the Telegram remained under ‘the Control of tie Company, and such: 
failure shall not have been caused by force majeure, or by other circumstances which ‘tthe Company could not 
reasonably bave controlled, then the Company will refund to the Sender of such Telegram the amount paid for 
its transmission and delivery, less all moneys paid or payable by the Company in respect of such tranmission 
or delivery to any other administration or authority (whether telegraphic or otherwise, and whether working in 
connection wtth the Company or not) which shall not be exclusively controlled by the Company. 

The Company shall not be liable to refund any part of ‘the amount paid for the transmission or delivery of 
a Telegram in any case in which the non-transmission or non-delivery thereof has been caused by force majeure 
or by other circumstances which the Company could not have controlled, whether there shall or shall not 
have been neglect or default on the part of the Company or its servants while ‘the Telegram was under his control. 

The Company shall not, nor shall any other telegrapbic administration or authority, be liable in any case 
whatever to make any compensation or payment beyond the amount (if any) ‘to be refunded as above mentioned 
for any lose, injury or damage arising or resulting from the non-transmission or non-delivery of any Telegram, 
or for any delay, error, or omission in the transmission or delivery thereof, from whatever cause such non-

VYualtfications of Hlectors 


Extract from Letters Patent dated 11th September, 1913. 





§ 21. Every male person sball be entitled to be 
registered in any year as a voter for any electoral 
district, and when registered, to vote at the election of 
a member of the Council for such district, who is 
qualified as follows, that is to say :— 

(1) Has attained the age of 21 years. 

(2) Is under no legal incapacity, and is in possession 
of hie civil rights. 

(3) Is a British subject by birth or naturalization. 

(4) Has resided in the Colony for three years at 
least. previous to the date of registration, and possesses 
some one of the following qualifications : 

(2) is on the first day of January in such year 
and has during the preceding six calendar months, 
been the owner of immoveable property within 
such district of the anrual value of Rs 300, or the 
monthly value of Rs. 25, above all charges and 
encumbrances affecting the same ; 

(6) is at the date of registration paying, and has 
for six calendar months previous to the Ist day of 
January in such year, paid rent in respect of 
immoveable property situate within such district, 
at the rate of at least Rs. 25 per month;

(1) That no person shall be registered as a voter 
or be entitled to vote for the election of a Member 
of the Council who has been convicted of perjury in 
any Court in our Dominions, or who has been sentenced 
by any such Court to death, or penal servitude or 
imprisonment with bard labour, or for a term 
exceeding twelve months, and has not either suffered 
the punishment to which he was sentenced or such 
other punishment as by competent authority . may 
have been substituted for the same, or received a 
free pardon from Us. 

(2) That no person shall be registered as a voter in 
any year, who has within twelve calendar months 
immediately preceding the lst day of January in that 
year received any relief from public or parochial funds. 

(3) That no person shall be registered as a voter 
in any year, unless he shall, in the presence of the

hand subscribe his name to his claim to be registered, 
and write thereon the date of such subscription and 
the qualification in respect of which he claims to be 
registered. 

(4) That no person claiming to be registered in

QuaLiFicaTION or ELEcTap MEMBERS 





Extract from Letters Patent dated 11th September, 1913 


IX. No person shall be capable of being elected a Member of the Council, or, having been elected, shall sit 
or vote in the Council, who— 


(1) Is the holder of any office of emolument under the Crown, or under a Municipal Corporation within 
the Colony ; or, 


(2) Is a minister of religion ; or, 
(3) Is the returning officer of the district for which the election is held ; or, 
(4) Is not entitled to vote at the election of a Member of the Council for some electoral district. 


The term “ Minister of Religion ” in this clause means any clergyman, minister, priest, or other person 
who exercises spiritual funetions or performs the offices of religion for or in respect to any christian or other church, 
community, or body within the Colony. 


The term “ office of emolument ” in this and the eighteenth clause does not extend to the Mayor or any 
other Member of the Municipal Corporation, and does not include a pension or other allowance to an officer who 
has ceased to be in the service of the Crown or of a Municipal Corporation. It shall not extend to the 
following persons if otherwise qualified to be elected Members of Council :— 


(i) Attorneys ; 
(11) Auctioneers ; 
(iii) Brokers ; 
(iv) Land Surveyors ; 
(v) Maritime (Customs House) brokers ; 


(vi) Medical attendants on Estate hospitals under Ordinance No. 12 of 1878 entitled “ The Labour 
Ordinance, 1878 ”’; 


(vii) Notartes ; 
(viii) The Standing Counsel and the Attorney of the Municipal Corporation.

SUMMARY OF INDUSTRIAL. DEVELOPMENT. 


Weather conditions were very unfavourable during 
the maturing season of the cane; asa result, the 
extraction of sugar per cent of cane was this year 
considerably below average, and the actual production 
of sugar thereby affected tothe extent of 7 to 8 
thousand tons. The total production for the year was 
224,713 metric tons(221,164 English tons). Owing 
to the downward trend of the Sugar market, the area 
under gane cultivation evinces this year a further 
shrinkage of about 4,000 acres and several large estates 
have been parcelled out to Indian small planters. 

Labour difficulties, although not acute, are still 
felt by most sugar growers. The resumption of 
immigration from India has not, so far, proved a success, 
and efforts to overcome the present labour difficulties 
are rather directed towards the development of labour 
saving devices; in 1924, 25 more agricultural tractors 
were brought in use. 

The sugar of the 1924 crop was disposed of at 
prices which were not generally remunerative: the 
net price per 50 kilos having been, in the mean, about 
Rs. 12,50 as compared with Rs. 18.94 last year. As 
the cost of production is still in the neighbourhood of 
Rs. 12 for the majority of factories, many estates 
closed the year with a deficit. 

Animal diseases have been little in evidence during 
the year. In relation to insect pests, an outbreak of 
Phytalus was observed in the upland district of Moka 
and promptly dealt with. 

As regards subsidiary industries, the most notable 
feature is the pronounced rise in quotations for fibre 
which has led to considerable activity in all the fibre 
mills of the Colony. Tobacco cultivation continues to 
make good progress and there are some indications of 
revival of the local maize industry. 

At the beginning of 1925, the new buildings of 
the Mauritius Agricultural College were opened and 
work was commenced therein with nearly the maximum 
number of students on the roll.

The Observatory is about 3 miles from the west coast of the Island and stands on a plain which is about 
179 English feet above mean sea level. It is about 5 miles by rail from Port Louis. 

The institution is fully equipped as a first class Meteorological and Magnetical station. 

As an Astronomical station, it possesses a 6 inch equatorial, a photoheliograph, 2 transit telescopes and 
several minor instruments.
